It Is dusiinied only for 
occaslonH uiion the player in movInK 
toward tho liasket; -nOien- lie's niovlnff 
away from the basket to the right n 
li'olc .shot Ih most dislrabli'. When 
he's movInK to the lefi hu may mni 
hla l>ody toward tho end jino and snap 
the l)all with Ilia riïlit hand and nrm, 
putting revei'M eogllsli on It to that 



when It hits the backstop "directly 
iibove Uie ba.skct It will drop through:

Tor Hhort .sliots at an anplc of 45 
doRTrecs or less, the backstop should 
be used.

Whiit are the thlni^s a '/ns^et shoct.

make a uhot. He must follow up ever>' 
shot— tho chap who Is a' ba.'jket gazer' 
and stands an<I watches after he's 
heaved the ball Isn't worth much. He 
niu."it make short shots Insteiul of lonp 
whenever he can. hu must have con- 
fidence in his ability and the less he 
thinks about cnglleh, ordinarily, the 
b'ttcr. 

In your ."thooting practice, don't for- 
get fr<,. ihro^vlng. Kvcry fellow has 
to l.ie a free thrower nowadays. .\nd 
usually e\ery fellow has a free throw 
style that's best for him. .Many 
coacli/n teach their te.ams to tife the 
chest Khoi lx■■call^■e that's practice 'or 
field K-iskets as wel as for free 
throws. Th best foul shooters have 
often used th's style, making the

To be :l good free thrower, [irarllce; 

Closely ukln to shooting, and Just 
as Important a fundamental of basket- 
ball, is passing. Coach J. CraJg Ruby 
of the t.'nlverslly of Illinois est'malcd 
Ih.H Iliere are SOU passes In nn aver- 
age Kame, and about CO fchot-'; the 
^ftt|ècî;iho pna«lng, Ihe more nhots. 
The" player who doesn't nourish old 
Personal Per Cent by developing his 
iUilllty to pays and receive the ball 
Isn't playing the game. 

He Failed to Follow Through 

John IVjhbIn was a forward on the 
State Center, Iowa, High School team 
Inst year, and Dobbin's paxslng was 
faulty. His coach. H. c. Johnson, 
taught him the terhn f|iie of the vari- 
ous passes, but one thing lîobbln had 
great difficulty learning. That waa 
the follow through— «n Important ele- 
ment of almost (iny pass. It wasn't 
unii; toward the end of the season, 
when Dobbin's hours of work on the 
foBcTR' through began to show rehultn. 
that he beoam<« a good passer. Then 
he saw* what Coach Johnson was 
nhootlng at. 

Where does the follow through 
come In? Take the two-handeil under- 
hand pais, wh'ch Is iiked when a 
player Is ninning In a crouched po^l- 
tlon and foIlotWng In the path of the 
ball after It has been dellvere,!. The 
lull Is passed fioni .i rei;ijl.ir h^r .b' 
You hold It waist high, flnger» jHjint- 
Ing downward, grasping It along the 
axis; your elbows are bent and out 
from the body. Deliver the ball -with 
a snap of the wrI^t. giving It a na- 
luriil under-engllsh. 

And ihen-^follow through! Your 
fingers and arms follow through behind 
the ball while the rear leg follow- 
thiough In the ni-xt «top the fid- 
low through helps j ou to give the ball 
direction, accuriic}', speed enougli to 
send it |>arallel to tho floor (not In an 
arch) Tintll It reaches the receiver. 

Another frequently u^ed team p.if.', 
ahd a very f.ii.t one. Is the pu*h pass. 
You can ufe It from any kind of 
position. Hold the ball rhest high, 
hands slightly behind the axis. Then, 
« tti .1 Hidden forward pu«li of arms 
and handi", sluwi the ball away from 
you, following throiiirh.ytUi arms and 
hands. Often. In «crimmagr, this puts 
Is ahnoKl a "bat pa-xs," for It can he 
executed very r.ipidly. It mii«t have 
speed enouirh to travel parallel to the 
floor, like the two-hand underhand 
lass. 

The one-hand underhand p.iss Isn't 
much used, 4>ecJiUBe -,vU'« alow — re- 
fiu res readJtisttn«iii''oi' .the hands 
lifter i-uichlng the ball. And the two- 
hand pass from above the shoulder 
should never l>o used. Don't try It. 

If you know the push pa»s and the 
two-hand underluind. you'll be (il>!c to 
talii. I are of pracUeally .ill -situations. 
Km suppose you want to make a long 
pus»— -too long for one of the team 
pusses. Then you'll probably use the 
shoulder pars. This Is a good deal 
like the catrher's throw In (>akebAll. 
The ball is held shoulder high in on" 
hand, and ^hot «trttlght forward with an 
under-cnglleli thai makes It carry 
more easily and nccurotely. The luis. 
slug arm and whole body lolluw 
through. Vou must learn tu execute 
thib pass with the right foot forward 
as well as the left If you |>a«s with 
your r-Eht hand, to avoid a "violation 
four — double dribble and IIICKal 
start on tho dribble. ThIa Is not lii the 
strictest sense a foul. 

There are three hook passes, all 
used for special purposes. Onu you'll 
uae 'M'hen .mu've dribbled to the side 
lines in the offensive half of the 
floor.
